The Dardanelles Will Be Forced if 
Turkey Does Not Concede 
Their Passage. 

Foreign Officers Have No Fears of 
Any System of Mines and 
Torpedoes.

Constantinople, Nov. 23. —Tho answer 
of the powora to the request of tha Porte 
that thoy refrain from pressing their de- 
mand for extra tmardshlps, 1b that tho 
powora oould boo no reation nob to Bupporb 
the demanda of their ambassadors for more 
offoctive mouna of protecting tho foreign 
reeidentB of Constantinople in anomorg6noy; 
and In presence of thla unanimous reply it is 
considered in foreign official clroloa that the 
Sultan haB no alternative but to yield, 
especially in view of the probability that 
tho powers will have extra gunboats con- 
veyed through tho Dardanelles by battle- 
ships if tho Sultan porsists in hie dilatory 
taotioa, 

In spite of tho aBBuranoos whioh tho Turk- 
ish minister of foreign affairB, Tewfik Pasha, 
gave the ambassadors of Groat Britain, Rub- 
sio, Austria and Italy yesterday, that the 
perr-ilb allowing tho passage through the 
Dardanelles of four extra gnardships for the 
use of their embassies would be immediately 
issueci by tho Porte, the necessary docu- 
ments have not boen forthcoming. Conse- 
quently tho seriouB condition of affairs, 
whioh was looked upon as definitely cleared 
up, is now again perplexing the ambassa- 
dors, who are threatening tho adoption of 
strong meaeuroe upon tho part of tho powers. 
Frequent ounferenoos batween the ambaBBa- 
dors havo taken place on tho aubjoot during 
the paab twonty-fonr hours, and there have 
baon consultations between the Turkish 
minister and the Sultan at the palace re- 
garding the matter. The ambassadors have 
also boon in communication with tho palace 
as well as with tho representatives of the 
government, 

A portion of the British fleet, which has 
been at anchor in Salonioa ;bay for some 
time, is understood to have lefb, those waters 
for Smyrna, and the vessels should be quite 
near the entrance to the Dardanelles. That 
the Porto anticipated tronble is evident 
from tho faot that all the forts absub the 
straits are now fully manned and supplied 
with ammunition and have been placed in 
the highest Btate of effiolenoy oompatible 
with the circumstances. Search headlighls 
are kept in good order, and havo boen work- 
ing nightly over the water for over a month 
past. The work of strengthening the forti- 
fications in this vicinity, and particularly 
about the Dardanelles, has also boon in pro- 
gress. It is understood that tho systom of 
submarine mines and torpedoes has been 
completed, bo far aa the reBourcjs of the 
government will allow it. 

It 'is reoalled that the St. PotorBburg 
Gaographioal Society last year Bucoeoded, 
by strategy, in obtaining satisfactory data 
respoating the depth of water and aurrents 
in and about the Bosphorus and Dardanelles 
with tho object, it is understood, of enabling 
tho Russian fleet to force the pasaago of the 
Dardanelles should such a step turn oub to 
be necessary. The society, ib appears, ob- 
tained permission from the Turkish govern- 
ment for soientlfio expeditions to visit the 
Sea of Marmora on a Turkish vessel, in 
order, ostensibly, to asoortain If tho earth- 
quake last July had made any change in the 
bottom of tho sea. This apparently inno- 
cjnt work was afterwards to bo continued, 
by permission of the Porte, in tho Turkish 
portion of tho .Egoan soa, and on the way 
through the Daroaoelles tho Russian " sci- 
entists" took soundings in thoBo waters. 
Russian officors have been engaged on board 
theBo vessels obtaining all the information 
neoessary for the admiralty department. As 
to the eyBtom of mines and torpodoos about 
the Darcrunollos, thoy do not cauBo muoh 
apprehension among foreign effioers hero. It 
ia bolleved that a few torpedo oatohers could 
out tho ahore connection wires in short 
order, and that a little counter mining would 
do the ress. 

Freeh disturbances are reported to have 
taken place at Erzeroum. As an indication 
of tho strained state of feeling at Constan- 
tinople, a oorrospondont relates that a 
shoal of porpoises whioh was mistaken tor a 
torpodo catcher drew a brisk firo from a 
fort on tho Dardanelles the other nlghb and 
occasioned muoh alarmed. 



WILL HAVE COiSSIDEKATION, 

The British Premier anil the Claims of the 
Farming Interest. 

London, Nov. 28.— Tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury, replying to a lettor in which the writ- 
er pointed out that during tho last ten years 
the country has spout £320,000,000 on im- 
ported whoatand flour, and that tho Import 
of flour Instead nf wheat has resulted in a 
lose of £13,000,000, promises to consider the 
writer's suggestion regarding tho paymont 
of a bounty to whoat growers and the ad- 
mission of wheat froo, wish a duty on im- 
ported flour. Tho Intitnr to whioh tho Mar- 
quis of Salisbury hoB replied as abovo was 
probably brought oub by tho British Prime 
Minister's Bpoooh at tho meeting of tho Na- 
tional Union of Conservatives last week 
The British Promior on that ocoasion 
declared that the government had no inten- 
tion of placing a tori ff on any article of gen- 
eral oommoroe. A tariff for projection in 
any posBiblo form was, he declared, imposei 
bio. Tho Bamo statement was made by tho 
Prime Mlnistnr to deputations from tho Nt- 
tlonal Association of Hop Growers, and 
other agricultural societies. 



POISONED HIMSELF. 

The Supposed Instigator of the Crime of 
Arson Unwilling to Stand Trial. 

TORONTO, Nov, 28 — (Spooiai)— George C. 
Williams, who was namod in connection 
with an arson oaso whioh came up in the 
police court yesterday as being apparently 
the Instigator of the whole crime, took a 
mixture of areenio and laudanum, from tho 
effects of whioh ho died lasb night.

CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 

What It I-i Expected He Will -Say In Connec- 
tion With Affairs at Home. 

Washington, Nov. 28.— Ib is believed 
that In his forthcoming message President 
Cleveland will commend the present tariff 
as a step in the dirootion of lightening the 
bnrdons of the people, and though ib has 
thus far failed to bring a sufficient amount 
of revenue bo satisfy the needs of the gov- 
ernment, ib may be expected to do so under 
normal business conditions. Ib is understood 
he will poinb onb bhab already bhe increasing 
receipts from customs and internal revenue 
show a gradual return to business prosper- 
ity, and that in tho near future the re- 
ceipts from these eouroes will meet all the 
legitimate expenses of the government. Ib 
is nob, bhorofore, bhought bhat Mr, Cleve- 
land will recommond any additional revenue 
taxation, either by inoreasiug tho duties now 
existing or by adding new subjects. Thore 
has been oonsidorablo discussion among poli- 
ticians aB to whether tho President might 
not favor a tax on domestic wines or boor, 
or a stamp tax on bank chocks, logal docu- 
ments and patent medicinea, but Buoh in- 
formation aB is obtainable makes ib more 
than probable that he has not considered 
any of theBo questions in that connection. 
That he will recommend legislation retiring 
the groenbaokB ty the issue of low rate 
bonds seems almost certain, and it is not 
unlikely that he will ask congress, as an 
alternative, to authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to issue low rate bonds in his dis- 
cretion, within certain limits, to protect the 
gold reserve. 

NEWFOUNDLAND REVENUE 
FRAUDS. 

licenses Renewed to Suspended Dealers- 
Fines Accepted From Imprisoned 
Smugglers. 

St. John's, Nov. 27.— (Special) — The 
liquor dealers whose licenses wero suspended 
when the recent trials began, had them re- 
newed to-day upon presenting to the oonrb a 
receipt showing that thoy had paid the fines 
Imposed by the revenue board. Tha board 
also reoommended that the government ao- 
cepb a fine from all the prisoners now under- 
going sentenoes for smuggling. Tha recom- 
mendation of the board moots with the ap- 
proval of tho government. The only ques- 
tion now is how much the board will accept 
and how muoh the prisoners will bo willing 
to pay for their liberty. 



JUBILEE HOSPITAL BOARD 

Plan of an Operating Room Presented anil 
to Be Considered Next Week. 

Tho Jubilee hospital board met last even- 
ing, thepreeident, Mr Joshu* Davies, in the 
ohair, and Messrs. Geo. Byrma, G. H, 
Brown, W. M. Chudley, I. Broverman, W. 
J. Dwyer, T. Shotbolt, C. Hayward, H. D. 
Hclmoken, M.P.P.; J. S. YatoB and A. 
Wilson alan prfBent. 

Tho ladies' auxiliary wrote thab they 
have §550 in their fund (besides §100 already 
given to Treasurer Chudley), whioh amount 
thoy will hand over, at the beginning of the 
year. They state that they would prefer to 
have the money spent in putting on storm 
windows in the female wards, and the 
balanoe in furnishing an operating room. 

Tho money of tho ladies being In part the 
proceeds of tho ball, ib waB contended by 
several members that that muoh at least 
ought to be expended in paying the current 
expenses rather than husbanded for new en- 
terprises. It was, therefore, resolved to 
Bend a suggestion to that effect to the ladies. 

The CTtnmitteo appointed to interview 
Mr. Toague, arohiteot, on the matter of pro- 
paring plana for an operating room to cost 
about 53,500, reported, sending in a plan 
and written report from the architect. He 
has provided for a room 24 foot in diameter 
and 12 foeb high, with glass roof, open to 
tho rafters — this being a roduotion of the 
dimensions first thought of. There is also 
as an annex a stirelizttlon room. The plan 
meets with the approval of the medical 
board, and the arohitect says can bo car- 
ried oub for prob»bly le»» than the amount 
named. 

Mr. Helmckon naked to havo the matter 
iaid over to giva all tho members an oppor- 
tunity of examining the plans and the sito 
chosen. 

Mr. Byrnes from the ooinmitteo said tho 
medical board had had three mootings to 
consider tho matter, and had como unani- 
mously to bo in favor of the Bite 
ohoson, in the oont-o of the several wards of 
the hospital, all of which can bo brought in- 
to immediate contaotby moans of corridorB. 
He was opposed to any further postpone- 
ment, as the committeo wero prepared to 
give at onoe any information desired. 

Mr. Holmokon said ho understood that 
tho medloal men had had a very serious dif- 
forenco of opinion bb to tho sito, and he felt 
convinced that it was still a mattor for seri- 
our consideration, and not to ho hurriedly 
disposed of. 

Mr. Wilson also oontendod for further 
timo. 

Mr. Dwyor thought that having ap- 
pointed a committee the board should act 
upon thoir roport. 

Mr. Hayward considered that the plans 
provide for a very Bmall room for a largo 
sum of money, and that there is no necessity 
for any expenditure on arohltootural beauty 
In a building which is to bo hidden from 
view ; he did nob eoc, for instance, why the 
building should be ootagonal aB proposed, as 
that would involve extra outlay. 

It, who at length deoided to rofer the ro- 
port back to ihe committee to gob the 
formal opinion of tho modicil board, and 
that a special meeting bo hold on Thursday, 
December 5, tocorsider tho mattor.

MISSING "STRATHNEVI8." 

Veterans of the Sea Do Not Accept 
the Aleutian Islands Theory 
as a Probability. 



Lig-htness of Her Cargo the Chief 
Cause of Alarm -The Ship 
and Her Officers. 



The fate of tho missing Strathnevls waa 
almost tho sole toplo of conversation on tho 
waterfront yesterday, and many and beauti- 
fully thooretioal wore the opinions advanoed 
concerning the big freighter's present where- 
abouts. A few of the marine fraternity 
concurred in the hopeful opinion expressed 
by thoagentB of tho ship, that she has been 
oirriod north, poeBibly ns far aa the 
Aleutians, by BUOceBBivo galos, and will 
eventually turn up safo and sound — while 
tho -najority dismiss the subject with a re- 
luotant shake of the head. The Islund 
anchorage theory sooms very much of a for- 
lorn hope, and — the atoamer is now oub 48 
days, fully three times as long aa would be 
neoessary for tho passage. 

If she waB still on her course when the 
hurrioane of the 14th broke, ib Ib extremely 
improbable that sho livod through the storm 
— for as haa already boon stated her two 
thousand odd tons of outward oargo waa not 
onough to place hor well in tho water. In ' 
the event of a machinery break, whioh would 
necessitate a long voyago under canvass, it 
Is gratifying to remember that there could 
be no famine on board, the cargo inoluding 
sufficient flour, dried fruit, oondeneed milk, 
canned meats, etc, to preserve the lives of 
those on board for yeara if necessary. 

Ab to Captain Pattie's remark on leaving 
porb thab he might tako thirty days on the 
passage, the company's agents here explain 
that reference was intended simply to the 
placing of the oargo. The machinery, they 
say, waa working smoothly — though one of 
the engine room staff Is crodited with hav- 
ing made the statomonb just before leaving 
Tacoma that it " needed a thorough over- 
hauling from top to bottom." 

It waB In July last that the Strathnevls 
made her first vlsib to Victoria, bringing 
from Japan tho largest cargo of Oriental 
products ever landed in Amerioa 
At thab time she waB described as 
what might be called a medium sized up-to- 
date oargo veBBel. " Sho is," the description 
quotod oontinued, " 36G foot long, her 
breadth of beam is 43i.foer, and hor depth 
of hold 31 feet. Sho is 3,575 gross tonnage, 
her dead weight carrying oapaoity being 5,- 
COO tons, apart from her proportions this 
boing accounted for in a degree by the com- 
pactness of her machinery. The Strathne- 
vis ia ateol throughout, and has large and 
spacious deoke with four hatobes and all 
modern conveniences in the way of steam 
appliances. She has four wator ballast 
tanka with a capaolty of 050 tonB. She has 
also 10 inch bilgo keels extending two thirds 
of her entire length. Her masts were mod- 
elled to toleBcope for convenience in passing 
through the new Liverpool and Manchester 
oanal, and their gracefulness adds muoh to 
the general appearance of the vessel. The 
ship has triple expansion engines and 24, 40 
and 00 inch cylinders. She Ib also fitted 
with the latest improved foroed draught, 
which insures regularity of steam, un- 
der all circumstances, and complete com- 
bustion of fuel, this feature being of the 
greatesb importance. Ib was only a year 
ago this month sinco the Strathnevls waa 
launched a brand new vessel ir. the Tyne. 
She made her trial trip on August 17, and 
on September 4 arrived In Dalagoa, South 
Afrioa. after a p&BBage of 35 days from New- 
port, England, with her firet cargo of iron. 
She soon afterwatd] left for Port Natal to 
coal and then prooeoded to Java, wh r r s she 
loaded Bugar and kepock for Port AJ.-' '.Ida 
and Melbourne. She next went tt Xew- 
castlo for ooal far Singapore, the voyage fol- 
lowing, until tho time of her present ehartcr, 
boing from Singaporo to Saigon in ballast, 
from Saigon to HougkoDg with riue, from 
Hongkong to Mojl in bailaet, and from Mojl 
baok to Hongkong in coal. The steamer is 
officered by a fine lot of men well acquainted 
with thoir businoss and courteous to all 
with whom they come in contaob. The per- 
sonnel is as follows : Ceptain Pattle ; Grab 
officer, J. D Duncan ; seoond officer. D M. 
Robertson ; third officer, W. S. McFarland;. 
chief engineer, James Ross ; sooond en- 
gineer, Alex. Belle ; third engineer, L. 
Cutter ; fourth engiueer, JameB Love ; and 
purBor, R, G. McDonald. Mr. McDonald 
was pureor aboard the steamship Sikh be- 
foro tho latter loft the service of the North- 
ern Pacific, and is well known all along the 
Pacific Coaat. Tho 3teomer is owned by 
Noil MoLean & Co., of Glasgow."

meeting at length. H. Bell-Irving pre- 
sided. 

Auobher of the memlnrsof the city polioo 
foroo has joined tho benedlots, leaving Offi- 
cer Malcolm McLean tho ouly bachelor. At 
0:30 o'clock last night nlghtwatchman John 
I'urdy was wedded to Miss Anna Clokoy, 
lato of Bjllevlllo, Oat,, and now of Van- 
couver. 

A man named Goorgs Fowoll gave in- 
formation to the police yesterday to the 
effaao that his " partner," William Lambert, 
hua been misBing since lost Thursday. Lam- 
bert Is about 5 feet G inohes high, weighs 
ISO pounds, is of fair complexion and wears 
a moustuche.

WEHTMIN8TEU. 

Westminster, Nov. 28 —John Winte- 
mute, who died yesterday from the effeatB of 
a blow on the head from a pioce of Hying 
timbor, was 39 years of age and loaves a wife 
and four children. He has resided In tho 
provluoe ainco ohildhood, wub the head of a 
prosperous business, and was universally 
rospeoted. He was born in Port Stanley 
and oamo to the province in 186*5. 

D. S. Milligan died suddenly of apoplexy 
last ovoning. While showing a friend over 
his ranch at North Arm ho dropped dead. 
He was 57 years old and came to the pro- 
vince 35 years ago from Newburgh, Ont. 
He was first a Cariboo gold miner, living 
afterwards many years in Victoria. For 
ten years he was postmaster at Moodyvlllo. 
He has been in active business in Westmin- 
ster Blnce 1887. He leaves two children, 
his wife, a daughtor of Mr. J. W. Sexsmith, 
having died in 1891. The deceased was 
univorsally esteemed for hid many excellent 
virtues. 

NANAinO. 

NANAIMO, Nov. 28. — In connection with 
the exoltement among cortaln Chinamon re- 
garding a valise which they alaimod to con- 
tain money In whioh they were interested, 
and with whioh a white man gob off tho 
train near tho switohbaok into Wellington, 
it seems that Al. Allison, who had a con- 
tract for getting out timber for the Welling- 
ton Coal Company, sold out his contraot to 
R Kilpatrick, of Wellington, and having to 
visit Ninaimo took a valise with him. Tho 
Chinamen got suBpioious, and said he was 
going to loavo on the steamer with thoir 
money. He, however, returned to Welling- 
ton on yesterday morning's train and settled 
with the Orientals. 

List night, about 9 o'oloak, Donald Smith, 
a well-known resident, shot and killed him- 
self. He placed a revolver to his head, 
pulled the trigger, and died almost instantly. 
It is supposed that the act waa committed 
in a fit of despondency brought on by finan- 
cial trouble.

RAILWAY ARRANGEMENTS. 

Troubles lu Forming a Passoneor Associa- 
tion Ended— C. P. K. Entrance Into 
the United 3tat«s to Be Opposed. 

Chicago, 111., Nov. 27.— The troubles of 
the Western roads in the formation of their 
passenger association are apparently at an 
end. Late this afternoon it was only needed 
that tho Canadian Pacific should give Its 
consent to this agreomont to have it in full 
working order. The representative of the 
Canadian Pacific, who was in attendance at 
the meeting was unable to bind 
hlB road to the agreement and 
wired for instructions. It is expectod, 
howovor, that the response will 
bo favorable, and that the roads will then 
havo an association covering all the business 
botwoon Chicago and the Paaific CoaBt. If 
thi agreement goes into effect the Southern 
Pacilio will havotooontentitaelf withsharing 
in such weat-bound Immigrant buaineaB bb 
will bo ullowod it by tho emigrant clearing 
houae. With this thing out of Iho way the 
only thing that w 11 upaeb the agoeementj is 
tho difference of tho Soo lino and the Chica- 
go and St. Paul lino ovor tho oasb-bound 
steamship business. Tho roads interested 
in thia traffic wore In session thia ovoning, 
and tho ohincoa are that they will come to 
a i agreement. 

BUFFALO, Nov. 27. — A speolal to the Ex- 
prosa from Niagara Fallfl says : *' Tho pro- 
posed ontranoo of tho Canadian Paclfio rail- 
way into tho United StateB at Suspension 
Bridge continues to attract attention. ThiB 
is more tho oaBO ainco the C P. Co. made 
such an emphatic denial of tho atory. An 
investigation shows that tho offioors of tho 
C.P.R. and the Miohigan Contral hold a 
oonaultation in Superintendent Montford's 
private car in tho bridge yards lasbFriday, and 
at that conference tho matter waa diaouaaed 
and a plan agreed upon. This ia tho state- 
ment of a man who was at tho oonforonco, 
bub ho aays the Canadian Pacific company, 
if it gets Into thlB country, will build a lino 
of its own to Buffalo and connect with tho 
Lackawanna at Bluckrook, thereby getting 
a through line to Now York.

IN AND AROUND VERNON. 

A Prosperous Looklns Town-Tke Industries 
of the District and Their Needs. 

. (From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Veknon', Nov. 23. — Of tho younger oltloB 
of the province there are none whioh 00m- 
paro fworably with Vernon In the appear- 
aucaofita reaidences and buainoaB houses. 
Nob only are they substantially built, bub 
painb has nob been stinted, and In conse- 
quence the town presents a pleasant prospBr- 
oub faoe to its visitors, which cannot but 
impreBB In ita favor. Vernon is reached 
from the C. P. R. by the Shuawap k 
Okanogan branch line, and to it the rich 
farming sections of White valley, Okanagan 
and Spalluinohoen are more or less tributary. 
Tho population of Vernon Is estimated at 
over 1,000, and as high as 1,200 persons, and 
though a now town, noarly §10,000 have 
been spent in public improvements. Road 
making in the vicinity of Vornon has been 
comparatively easy, which accounts in part 
for several very prtbiy drives from Vornon 
bo neighboring points. The assessed value 
of Vernon realty together with improve- 
ments, the lattor assessed at half their valuo, 
is estimated at §550,220, and with the ex 
oeption of a flour mill bonus of §5,000 tho 
corporation has practically no liabilities. 
There is, howover, no waterworks Bystom in 
the town, tho absence of whioh ia at preBont 
giving tho munloipal council oaoaBlon for 
muoh thought. The oompletion of a wator 
system will cost about §50,000, according to 
eitimatea received. 

Though the oountry around Vernon ia tho 
vorituble garden of tho province, its reel- 
donta have not been as prosperous as one 
would imagino, though a marked improvo- 
mont in their condition has taken place this 
season consequent upon excellent crops. 
One of the chief obstacles in tho way of the 
distriot's advancement is its isolation from 
tho provincial markots. Oo the ooast Vor- 
non produce ia at the disadvantage of having 
to compote with produce from Oregon and 
Waahington, whioh has the groat advantage 
of a steamboat transportation rate as against 
a railway freight rate. In tho Kootenay 
trade the same difficulty presents itself. 
Farm produce can be brought In from tho 
Colville valloy at prices whioh renders the 
shipmenc of goods from long dis- 
tances, subject to rise or fall 
in the market, a very precarious 
undertaking. In tho ono case tho shipments 
tako a moat oirouitoua route over the Cana- 
dian Pacifio and C. & K. Railway and Navi- 
gation compan'os lines, and in the other 
they come direob up the Columbia river to 
Portland, and over tho N. & F. S. railway 
to Nelson and other points. There is an- 
other drawback to the Okanagan and sur- 
rounding diatriots, namely tho method of 
farming. Conaidorable improvement has 
taken place of late, but it is nob bo very long 
since agricultural machinery waa left all 
winter in the field where lasb used to rusb 
and fall into bad repair. Similar negleob 
was also shown in other matters. Another 
cauao for non-success is tho large holdings of 
land which seriously interferes with the 
settling up of the distriot The Earl of 
Aberdeen has set a good example to his large 
holding assooiatos by dividing his property 
up into small aootlons and giving liberal 
terms to those desiring to take them up, 
and lb is not unlikely that others will follow 
his load in the matter. The growing scar- 
city of oommon pasturage is also forolng 
aarmora to give more attention to mixed 
firming and loaa to Block raising. Consider- 
able interest has also been shown in the 
matter of butter making and it is quito 
probablo that an organized attempt will be 
made in this dirootion shortly. For butter 
of a uniformly good quality there is always 
a good market bub in the past ib has been 
but libtle cultivated. Though the wheat 
yield per acre throughout the district ia ex- 
ceptionally good the farmers complain that 
ub ourrent prices they canno': make anything 
out of wheat. 

The mosb promising industry is perhaps 
the fruit raising. Already there are con- 
siderable quantities of fruit grown, but the 
output will bo vastly increased within the 
next oouple of yoarB. For fruib an almost 
unfailing markob is to be had in the North- 
west Territories, to reaoh which the C.P.R. 
has given the growers exceptional facilities. 
Not only has tho company given good 
freight rates on oar load lotB, but it permits 
tho shippers to carry a representative in tho 
oar and dispose of goods along the line. Tho 
results from this, ub may be imagined, havo 
been very sucoeBsful. Fruit and vegetable 
canning and jam making have received soma 
attention. In this the Earl of Aberdeen has 
also taken tho leading part, bub the supply 
of fruib offering has nob as yeb warranbodi 
the commencement of operations. 

Tho prospeats of the distriot aro on the 
whole very bright. The experimental stage 
of farming has to a considerable extent been 
paaaod, and mixed farming la receiving more 
attention. Tho growth of Kootenay will bo 
Buch that ib will forcoa solution of the mar- 
ket problem. At present tho larmors are 
endeavoring to have the governnienb open 
up a sleigh road giving them access to the 
Arrow lako by the way of Fire valley. If 
this la done tho farmers could haul their pro- 
duce to the lako during the winter months, 
when they are comparatively idle. Tho pro- 
duce could bo stored at the lake and moved 
down on steamers as tho demand warranted 
The Bceuring of tho Kootenay market moanB 
a big thing to tho farming interests of the 
Okanagan, and tho building of the sleigh 
road will bo urged boforo tho provincial leg 
islaturo next aeaaion with thin end in view.

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION 



Not a Trivial Matter— The Uoniiuion 
Interests Not of Small 
Concern. 



Premier Greenway Should Do 
Duty and Remedy the 
Injustice. ^ 

(From tho Montreal Star.) 
No one who properly appreciates the 
force of rellgioUf conviction or tho Im- 
portance of popular eduoatlon, will belittle 
the school problem which oonfronts the 
people of Manitoba. Nor will It bo regarded 
as an attempt to do so, if the attention of 
the country is called to the startling foot 
that there Unow every probability that our 
fiscal policy for five yoara will bo decided, 
and our national flovernmont choson, largoly 
with reforen'ce to the stand taken by our 
public men on the quoBtlon whether less 
than four thousand children in Manitoba 
shall bo eduaated in this or that kind of 
school. 

The complaint of the Manitoba minority 
and the contention of tho Greenway sympa- 
thizers are not to be treated as trivial 
matters, but neither is it a light thing that 
tho manufacturing interests of the Domin- 
ion, tho trade of the peoplo, tho personnel 
of tho national government, our relations 
with Britain and the United States, the 
choice betwoen the great parties and all the 
weighty questions that are answered one 
way or anuoher by a general election, may 
now bo lefo lurgely to chance or good luck, 
while our five millions of people decide 
whether 01 not some ninety separate sohoolB 
shall bo oloBed in Manitoba. 

I'hio is a phusb of tho situation worth 
thinking about. There is no disguising the 
iajt that the Manitoba School question 
threatens to Bhouider all other political 
Issues into the background. A member of 
the government in addressing a meeting of 
Toronto Conservatives the othor evening re- 
minded them that elections would In held 
In three constituencies in Ontario before 
parliament should moot. From these three 
elections be expects to get " a fair, un- 
biased oxpresaion of 'opinion for the guidance 
of parliament." Upon what question 1 Tho 
tariff? Reciprocity': Tho scandals ? These 
suggestions have an absurd Bound ; and yot 
it la with these matters that parliament 
ought chit fly to deal. Still everyone knows 
that the speaker could have meant and did 
mean but ooe question ; and that tho dispute 
aB to the education of those three to four thcu 
sand ohildren in Manitoba. If no account be 
taken of the hard feelings and the perilous 
Betting of Canadian against Canadian that 
an election campaign over this matter must 
inevitably fff- co, it is yot clear that Canada 
will be on dangerous ground when it ohoosea 
a parliament with more reforence to its opin- 
ion of Mr. Grcenwoy's polioy than to its own 
trade and tariff programme. Of tho results 
of u racial and religious oampalgn which 
may easily spring up over this difficulty, do 
one need paint a picture. Wo have had 
race divisions and religious differences in our 
politics before ; and wo remembor lhab they 
have produced the only perils that have 
really put the future of the country in doubt. 

The responsibility of the Manitoba gov 
ernment under tho oircumstanoeB is most 
grave. It can turn a business meeting of the 
electors to oe held at tho polls shortly into 
a sectarian debating olub ; and, on the other 
band, it can leave that meeting to do the na- 
tion's business in peaoe. Mr. Greenway has 
come into our politics with his disturbing 
question at a critical time. The hand of tho 
great statesman which had not boon from the 
holm of state for over three decades haB 
fallen away from the wheel since the present 
parliament was elected. We are now about 
to choose our rulers and policy for the first 
time as a Confederation without the help of 
Sir John Maodonald. Mr. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie and Mr. Blake were also lost to ub 
about the same time. There is no thought 
of fear for the future : but the day when we 
must test new helmsmen la not the beat tlmo 
to attempt new and difficult channels. Mr. 
Greenway, however, has now the opportun- 
ity to save us this strain. That 
hia government has been unjust to the 
minority is praotically admitted by all 
save those who regard separate schools 
aa bo great an evil tnar. they think it right 
to rid a people of them by forco and against 
its will. The Privy Council has declared 
the minority to have a grievance. So 
eminent an authoiity as Principal Grant 
roportB them to have baon moat harshly 
used Tho beB!) that the most violent sup 
porter of the Greenway law Cin say iB that 
the unjueb "means" are justified by the 
righteous "end " — a sorb of reasoning that 
he ia very opt to make ucomplimontary re- 
ferences to when practised by others. Let 
Mr. Greenway right thia injustice, while at 
the same time safeguarding tho high educa- 
tional ambltionB of tho provinco — which he 
can eaBily do by a compromise measure 
coupling a common stato inspection with 
varied religious inatruotlon — and he will aot 
Manitoba right before the Privy Council and 
tho public, and saveCinud* a hurtful and 
profitless religio-political Campaign 

Should Mr. Greenway dtcliun to f - 

much justice, all tho m,ffdrini< may !..:! 
upon tnercicof ub. Manitoba is biur.d up 
with tho Dominion, and a national Injury 
will wound her as well aa tho othor provinces 
Let Canada bo bo confusid by thiB achool 
controversy that she blunders on other Issues 
at the general election to her material hurb, 
aDd the Manitoba former will be one of the 
firab aulforera. Should united and harmoni- 
ous action among our people for tho upbuild- 
ing of tho country become more difficult be- 
cause of bitter footings amused over thia 
queation, whab part will Buffer ruoro auroly 
and more severely than the now province?, 
with their empty acrea and their meagre 
public works '! What if a religious division 
had palsied progress when the C. P. R. waB 
about to be built — what would then have 
becomo of Manitoba ? Thero ia usually not 
much to be gainod by appealing to political 
gratitudo ; but if such a plea should possess 
power, there is ground enough (or 
ib in the relations of old Canada 
with the Weab to jua if y ub in 
aekiug that our politics be not convulsed 
with a looal q'losticn at thia critlaal time, 
liub Buoh a plea ia unneceaaaiy, for Mani- 
toba has much bo lose In the present and the 
future from aeoooiatiog her name with whnt 
muat bo a politicil nuisance No mattir 
which parly musb finally de^l with thia 
queation, ib will l>3 full of perplexity and 
dinger ; and Manitoba will easily bpo that 
It will not pay tho province to burden our

well. The Dominion government must then 
oorne bo the relief of the minority ; and the 
result of federal interference in tho pro- 
vincial educational field is not likely to be a 
smooth-working and altogether admirable 
system of education. It would seem to an 
outsider that the ManitobanB could amend 
their own achool laws with more satisfaction 
to thomaolvos — and with as much justice to 
tho minority— as could the Ottawa parlia- 
ment, whioh must legislate at long range. 

Moro than that, any aot passed at Oitawa 
in this mattor bocomes pratically irrevocable. 
Mr. McCarthy stated thia to be his opinion 
when diacusBing the question in parliament. 
Whatever the constitutional position 
of Bueh an act may be, how- 
ever, it certainly will bo, as poll- 
tics go, almost impossible to get it 
repealed. Parliament oan never bs dragged 
back to thia troublesome queation by all tho 
horses in Canada, Thus if tho arrangemont 
made by tho Fedoral government be a bad 
one, Manltobl must bear with it aB boat sho 
can. Bub if the local legislature faoo the 
Bituation, and recognize the finding of the 
Privy Council, it will anap no auoh trap up- 
on itself even if a mlatako Bhould bo made to 
begin with. Easily enough oin ib doctor 
B"d improve ita own lawa until the purpose 
of the now legislation is fully achieved. 

The poaltion is a simple one. The Privy 
Council deolarea that the minority have a 
grievance. The Dominion government ac- 
knowledged the decision and accepted the 
responsibility of getting things put right. 
Ib could do no Iobb. The first Btep was to 
paBS tho effaotof the decision on to Manitoba, 
in, pjrhaps, too sternly official language. A 
second communication seb this right, how 
ever, und now Manitoba has the ball ub 
its feet. A fair and just compromise la 
whab is asked. If ib refuses to pay any 
heed to the decision of the Privy Council, 
then, plainly, tho federal government, bo 
it Conservative or Liberal, musb act. The 
result will be more or losa religious wrang- 
ling in the Eiat ; tho prejudicing of our 
public men against tho very name of Mani- 
toba ; a lusty and, possibly, wrong decision 
of t .0 fiacil ia-usa b ifore the country ; and, 
fiually, thu permanent saddling of Manitoba 
with a sohool system like nothing else un- 
der Hi-aven, managed, partly or wholly, at 
Winnipeg, with more or less intolerance 
from O-Lawa. On the other hi>> d, if 
Premier Greenway will do his duiy and 
remedy the injaatioe of hia own laws, the 
r^st of ue, including the Ottawa ministry, 
will nun with readiness to tho proper busi- 
ness of politics onoe more.

AN INTOLERABLE EVIL. 

Claim jumping is a moat aerioua offence 
and tho claim jumper ia not only a deBpio- 
able but a dangerous membar of a mining 
commanity. His main object is in a mean 
and undorhanded way to steal from tho 
honeat proBpootor the resulta of his hard 
toil, his privations and hia hardahipa, and 
to take an unfair and a oruel advantage of 
his unsuspecting simplicity and hla want of 
knowledge of the intrioaoiea of the law. Ho 
in one of the most disgusting of human para, 
sites. 

It might bo thought that the men who 
legislate for a mining community would ex- 
ercise all the ingenuity they poBeeasod to 
diacourage the claim jumpor and to make 
his sohemea and dovlcea unavailing. But if 
the legislators of British Columbia have had 
this object In view they have not succeeded 
in accomplishing it, for it la atill possible for 
the claim-jumper not only to jump the 
claim which an honest prospector has already 
discovered, ataked and reoorded, bub he oan 
attempt to get possession of a claim 
on whioh thousands of dollars have 
already boon expended. He, by taking 
advantage of any slip whioh the bona fide 
miner may have inadvertently made and of 
the technicalities of tho law may forcb the 
owner of tho claim to defend his rights In a 
courb of law and perhaps deprive him 
altogether of tho fruita of hla labor and hia 
enterprise. He may aUo jump a claim on 
whioh work has been done and to which he 
has nob evon the shadow of a right, for no 
other purpose than to levy blackmail on tho 
mine owners who, rather than ba worried 
and delayed by a law suit, may bo tempted 
to buy the Bcoundrel off. 

This Ib no faney pioture. It ia a oorroot 
deaoriptlon of the state of bhlngs that exists 
ia this provinoo to- day, for we road in the 
Rosaland Miner of a late date that " a whole 
group of prospeots In the south belt have 
baen jumped during the past two weeks." 
The reBult, ib says, " ia that much indlg 
nation has boon arouaed, and some decisive 
measures may be looked for on the parb of 
individuals ub woll aa courts of law. The 
matter has asaumod a really sorloua form, 
and a crisis will no doubt bo roaohod pretty 
soon." 

The indignation is natural, and may be 
productive of unploaaant results. But tho 
mystery to tho uninitlatod is how ib comes 
to pass that audi a statu of things is pos- 
sible. How ia it that two claima oan bo re- 
corded for the same pioco of ground ? Is 
there nothing to provenb the second claim 
being recorded even after ib ia woll known 
that work haa beon done and nionoy been 
spent on tho mino by tho men who reoorded 
it first. Has tho Roaorder no meaua of 
identifying a olaim ? and why Ib It that ho 
cinnob refuso to rooord a olalm for a pieooof 
ground whioh has already been rooorded in 
hia office 1 All tho olalma which the Ross- 
land Minor mentions as being jumped musb 
hava been recorded bwioo — firab by tho bona 
fide prospector and aiterwarda by tho claim 
jumper. It aeoms to ub that this sort of 
thing is prevontable and should be prevent- 
ed. Ib ought to bo impoaelble for tho claim 
jumper to obtain tho aid of tho law and tho 
offioiala of tho Governmonb in carrying oub 
his nefarious bransaotlon, There oan be no 
doubt that tho man who tries to get posses- 
sion of a olaim that has been Btakod oud and 
workod upon by an honest proBpootor ia 
guilty of a diBhonest act, and ib is surely nob 
too much to ask that It should bo mado an 
illegal one. We have good authority for 
contending that olalm-jumping ia an 
offanco against good morals and the 
welfare of tho community demanda 
thab ib should be pub down with a sbrong 
hand. Mr. Juebico Croaao in a judgmonb 
whioh attracted a groat deal of attention ab 
the bime lb was delivered and whlah re- 
oelvod bho cordial approval of tho whole 
community, Bald : 

While mere oolorablo working, or negloot 
of working, should, under the atrlngonb pro- 



visions of the aob in thab behalf, be followed 
by forfeiture of the privileges which the 
holders have been proved by experience un- 
worthy to retain, Ib is of bhe utmost public 
Importance in a mining country requiring 
tho safe investment of capital for Its de- 
velopment and the steady employment of 
labor, that the practice cf jumping claima 
by persons who, nob working themselves, 
make a business of hunting for acc.'dental or 
unintentional alips in records happening to 
men more ODgaged in hard work under- 
ground than accustomed to clerical — hard- 
working prospectors, who undergo Infinite 
labor and hardships In bringing hidden 
wealth to light — should be dieoouraged ; as 
thoy always have been by this oourb. They 
are bhe parasites who always hang about 
rich mining camps. 

Long experlenco in mining camps, includ- 
ing British Columbia itself, from Cariboo 
downward, ahowa thab thoro Ib no more fer- 
tilo tourcaof inaoourlty of investments (and 
money is a sensitive plant) ill-blood, ill-feel- 
ing, not unfrequenbly oulmlnabing in vio- 
lence and bloodshed — than the practice of 
what is known to miners by the terma of 
jumping claims. 

A more foroible condemnation of claim- 
jumping than tbo above could hardly have 
boon pennod, and experience, often dearly 
bought, has shown that it is as juabaa ib is 
forcible. Seeing, then, the ovila whioh this 
Iniquitoua and despicable praotice produces, 
are nob the authorities of the Province juati- 
Bed in using tho powora with which they 
are invested to put ib down and to koep it 
down! Tho olaimjumper should nob only 
reoolvo no aid or countonance diroct or in- 
direct from any quarter, but ho should bo 
treated as an enemy to the public welfare. 



OUR FISHERIES. 

The following parugraph is dipped from 
the Monetary Timoa, of Toronto, of tho 
22ad iustunt : 

" I have been struck by bho viow ex- 
priased by the general manager of tho Bank 
of Montreal," writes a subscriber, " that 
tho British Columbians have rioher mineB in 
their seas than In their hills, or at least an 
rioh. I have some time ago formed the same 
oonolusion, and I wondered very muoh the 
Dominion Governmonb, who have done so 
muoh for our agriculturists by their experi- 
mental stations, and fostering caro in many 
ways, have not tried to do more for the fish- 
eries of British ^Columbia. No, doubt, at 
first, when you think of tbo record of Bal- 
mon packod in the paat BOaaon, you will Bay 
an industry such as this requires no enoour- 
agomenb. The salmon la a fine fish, so is 
halibub, hake or herring. They have them 
all in Newfoundland ; but still, nothing but 
ood is thoro considered and epokon of as 
'fish.' Now, thoy have undoubtedly valu 
able cod in the Paaific, but have never yet 
succeeded in loaating the banks, whioh, If 
done, would moan enormous wealth, and, aa 
far as I oan learn, the Dominion Govern- 
ment have never yeb done anything to help 
them In this direction." 

This writer has broached a subject which 
la of very great interest to the people of 
British Columbia. Tho Dominion Govern- 
ment has done very little indeed lowarda 
developing tho fisheries of British Columbia, 
and ib could have dono a #reat deal ab a 
comparatively small expense. Tho Domin 
ion ateamer, the Quadra, la In Brltiah Col 
umbia watera all the year round. She ia for 
a considerable part of the time idle. She 
oould have been employed for a month or 
two in eaoh year in exploring tho fiahing 
grounds of the coasb. The work would bo a 
holiday trip for one of the experts of the 
Department of Fiaheries and ita reaulb would 
probably be of incalculable value to the 
Provinoe. It ia perhaps truo thab tho Pro 
vince haa not hitherto been in a position to 
avail itself to any vory considerable extent 
of tho wealth of its sea fisheries, but tho 
time haa come when any important dla 
oovery will bo immediately followed by 
development whioh will be profitable to all 
who take parb in ib. We have beon in- 
formed thab oodfish— the true cod— swarms 
in tho Northern waters of the Province, bub 
exactly where they are to be found is known 
to very few. 

The " akil " or black cod is a moat valuable 
fiah, whioh haB only to be known to be ap 
predated. Ib is, as far aa we know, pecu 
liar to the seas thab wash our shores. Bub 
comparatively little la known of ita habits 
and its haunts, except perhapa by the It 
dians. Exploration aa regards this most 
palatable fiah mighb result in very valuable 
dlacovorie8. And tho samo may bo said of 
halibut, sardinos, herring, and other fish 
Very little ia comparatively known aboub 
them, yeb our fishorios, as the Manager cf 
the Bank of Montroil ifl crodited with say- 
ing, may bo of moro value to the inhabitants 
of tho Province and to tho Dominion gonet 
ally than our mines. Ib is cortainly timo 
thab efforts woro being made by bhe De 
partmonb of Marino and Fisheries to find out 
something about the fishing capabilities of 
tho Province.

THE U. S. GOLD RESERVE. 


The Amorloana are again troubled about 
their gold reserve. Laat week ib fall con- 
siderably below the safety line, and the 
proafeot was that tho drain would still con- 
tinue. This la whab the Now York Times 
less than a week ago aa'n.l abmt) tho eltua- 
tion : 

With the unexpectedly largo shipments of 
gold tbls week the reaervo of the Treasury 
drops to S82.UOO.000. A like draft next 
week would bring ib to 875,000,000, ab which 
point ib haa been reported that the Admin- 
istration would doom it wlae to strengthen 
tho reaervo by such means aa are at ita dla- 
poaal. Meimwhile, the decision of the 
Treasury Department to Bell gold bara at a 
premium of ono-aixteenth — tho stock of froe 
coined gold being low— may have a oertain 
effeob in oheoking exports, though how muoh 
cannot bo Baid. 

Tho situation produces libtlo immediate 
disturbance, because entire confidence iB 
felb in tho ability and disposition of the 
administration to maintain the reserve and 
because there ia no poesiblo chance of ad- 
verse positive action by Congress. Publlo 
opinion also, it ia now recognized, Is in a far 
healthier cundition than it was in February 
laat, and la ateadily impioving. If any 
ohange in legialation ia mado ab the ap- 
proaching Boaaion of CoDgress, it is bouud to 
ba for the better, and no other chango ia 
likely evon to be agitated. These ex- 
periences are troublesome and ooatly, but 
they aro unavoidable until the currency Ib 
pub in Bound oondlbion, and evory time thoy 
recur thoy give the representatives of the 
people a new object lesBon in practical 
finance. Ultimately their eduoation will bo 
oompleted.

Modern Apple Butter. 

Hero is the new way of making apple 
bnttor, as described in the Now York 
Tribune: Boil and skim fur 80 minutes 
12 gallons of cider direct from tlio press. 
Then dump 2'.< bushels of pared, cored 
and cnt tipples into tho kettle at 
once. Smokehouses are extra nice for 
the purpose. Boil mid stir constantly 
for 3)o hours. Add 20 pounds brown 
sugar and a quarter of a pound of 
ground cinnamon. Boil a half hour 
longer and ladle out into jura what will 
bo a more delicious apple biiuco than 
was over mado by tho old timo process. 
It will be free from the strong, boiled 
cider flavor of our mothers' apple but- 
ter which was so disagreeablo to most 
persons. If inclined to foam when the 
fruit is first added, a small piece of but- 
ter will mollify it. Of course you can 
uso larger quantities in tho same pro- 
portions, according to tho size of kettle. 
Tho above quantity will give from 40 to 
45 quarts, according to juiciness of the 
apples, and will keep if necessary two 
years. 

Novelties In Millinery. 

In millinery the chief novelty is tho 
beaver hat in black and in colors, but 
invariably trimmed with black feathers. 
A very elegant hat is in a dead gold 
beaver, turned up at tho back with a 
couple of black tips en aigrette and a 
bunch of black roses. Two smaller tips 
curl toward tho front, and ill the imme- 
diate front of the hat is arranged a 
largo black ribbon bow knotted into a 
largo pearl and straBS buckle. Capotes 
and toques aro worn chiefly at theaters 
and concerts and are made of jot and 
colored chenille. The trimmings of 
many of the capotes consist of satin 
chous dotted with strass, like glisten- 
ing dewdrops, and black and white ai- 
grets. Tho foundations of the toques aro 
in jet oabochons resembling sea anem- 
ones — vory hideous, but very original 
— the hard appearance modified by 
bunches of curling black feathers on one 
side and a twist of velvet lined with 
whito satin as a border.

WHITE HOUSE, 
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LAND, CkYl PAL, WAGE*. 

To the Editor :— Amongst the noticeablo 
features in Henry George's " Poverty and 
Progress " is cne manner in whloh ho upae b 
his uwo theories on the auodiviaion of land, 
wages, capital and production. 

He Bay>) : " Tho reason why, in spite of 
the inoroaeo of productive power, wages 
constantly tend to a minimum which will 
give but a bare living is, that with increase 
in productive power, rent tends to even 
greater increase, thus producing a tendency 
to tho forcing down of wages." Such reason- 
ing is extremely far-fetched and oontrary to 
common experience. He does not st-y that 
the "inorease in produotive power" does 
actually forco wage; down, but that it has. 
that "tondonoy." I? It nob tho common 
experience ! 

Whoa times aro good, production and 
Manufacturing aotivo, that labor is bettor 
paid, consequently hotter off and moro con- 
tented. If he had said over production, 
over building, over speculation in any direc- 
tion, has not only the" tendency but actually 
does lower wages, I would agroe with him 
fully. Unle«s the impossible was to take 
place, viz , a combination of all the produc- 
ing and speculative powers of the civilized 
world, periodical waves of over produotion 
and depression cannot be avoided, not cvon 
if land wore nationalized, sub-divided, or 
overtaxed. 

,In dealing with labor and wages my re- 
marks apply to largo manufacturing centres, 
and I prosume Henry Georgo's book refers 
to the same. Take the millions of persons 
employed in factories in different parts of 
the world who live in ono or two miserable 
rooms, whore rent and wages are, as a rulo, 
not on a sliding sualo, bus at 
a fixed rate y<?ar after year : 
how can tho IncroaBn in productive power 
affect the rent of those peordo ? Take again 
the agricultural portions of Great Britain, 
where millions of industrious, happy labor- 
era used to bo paid and fed In tho days when 
route wore high. Henry George is a free 
trader, and bolieveB tho oxtension of such a 
policy would holp to aurn many of I ha 
present ovils. Lot him and his co-thiokora 
look at the now condition of agriculture In 
Britain under a froa trado polloy, and they 
will find routs fallen to an infioltoBtmal 
figure, in some oases not rents, laborers 
unemployed, farms uncultivated und unpro- 
ductive— In many places two years' orop9 in 
stacks unsold owing to ruinous prices, 
brought about by one sided free trade and 
competition, and dlsoontent rampant every- 
where. Whoover ia benefited by free trado, 
it la not the agriculturists in the aountry in 
which it prevails. 

In my opinion wages are regulated by tho 
supply of labor, which liko auy other com- 
modity can be purchased at the market 
value. In old countries labor Is plentiful, 
consequently wages are low. Wnoroas in 
new countries labor is scarce and wagea 
higher. Henry George maintains that land, 
labor and capital are the souroes of all 
woalth. No doubt land and water are the 
eourcea of capital and woalth, but in tho 
proaent condition of the world land, the 
ocean and labor are unproductive without 
the aid of capital to develop their latent 
resources. UnleBS indeed it be in tropical 
countries where under copiouB rain and 
burning Bun the land produoes spontaneously 
B iffioient food for the fow wants of its un- 
civilized inhabitants ; but place labor on 
northern land without capital and there will 
ba no produotion. He doea not with 
all hia radical and asaailablo theories 
think capital an evil, but on 
the contrary Bays : "Capital increases tho 
power of labor to produco wealth by en- 
abling labor to apply Itself in moro tffjetivo 
ways by tho uso of Implements and machin- 
ery, and by enabling labor to avail Itself of 
the forces of nature. Capital also facilitates 
the division of labor by Increasing tho effi 
ciency of the human factor of woalth by 
utilizing Bpacial oapabilitieB, the acquisition 
of Bkill and the reduction of waste." I am 
in full aacord with Iheso oommon-senee 
ideas, but I fear he has lessened their g >od 
effect, for in tho noxt breath ho goes on to 
aay : " Capital does not aupply or advance 
wages, they are part of tho produce of 
labor obtained by labor. Capital does not 
maintain laborers during tho progress ot 
their work, they are maintained by their 
labor." This evolution ol thought may bo 
metaphysical, but not common sense, and ia 
oppoBad to his firot idea of tho benefits 
ol capital. I maintain that capital 
sots labor in motion to produce, aDd 
earn wages ; labor cannot aob labor to pro- 
duce. Justus soon as the laborer obtains 
employment hia credit ia Btrongthened suf- 
ficienty to onablo him to get auppliea until 
he receives romunoratlou for hia labor or 
production. Capital from first to last is the 
laborer's friend, givirg him employment and 
recompensing him for hia produotion. 

O j tho land question ho says: "If by a 
restriction upon tho amount of land hiild by 
any ono individual, oither by regulation of 
devieoes or by cumulativo taxation, and the 
few thou 1 and land holders in Groat Britain 
should be increased by two or throo millions, 
thnao would be gainers, but tho rest of the 
population would gain nothing, and what 
wjuld become of'tho incroaso of population'.' 
Ha also quotea M. Delaveleyo, a Bolglan 
wrltoron tho land quostlon as follow* : "Tho 
laborer is In a worao condition under tho 
small holding syBtem in Belgium and Hol- 
land than ho is in England ; their condttlon 
is tho worst ia Europo, tho renting farmer 
ia much more ground down by his landlord 
than tho Irish tenant " 

As thla is the case — why therefore advo- 
cate the subdivision of land? I cannot 
Imagine a moro doplorablo condition of 
aff»lra than tho world reduood to a dead 
equality of wealth or poverty. Undor nuoh 
a atato, were It possible, stagnation would 
reign and progross caaBe. Without tho 
accumulation of eomo woalth by frugal per- 
sons there would bo no ono Co employ labor 
or to help tho poor in aoasonB of distress. 
Without reservoirs to receive and conserve 
tho winter ati eamlotB thero would ba no 
water supply In aeasona of drought for tho 
use of tho thriftless who would not lay up 
for a dry day. Divide, and rt b over and 
over agairj, you cannob make human boinga 
equal — the provident and improvident, tho 
neb and tho poor wo will have with ua 
alwaye. 1 give him full credit for his truth- 
ful aod unbiased statement on the " land 
system " of other countries, when ho de- 
clares that tho land Byatom In Ireland la 
bettor tor the tenant and moro liberal than 
nhat of England, Belgium or France. He 
eay8 : " Until a vory fjw years ago it wub 
an artiolo of faith with Amerioaoa, a belief 
allured by European L'horala, that the 
povorty of the down-trnddon masses of the 
old world was duo to aristocratic and 
monarchical institutions. This) belief has 
rapidly paised away with tho ippiaranae in 
the Uuiied Stater, under republican lnetitu 
tlonB, of social distress of tho name kind, If 
nob of the aamo intensity, as that prevailing 
in Europe. The Irish land system is talked 
of a) though it wero a peculiarly atrocious 
one, but Iti Is essentially the same as that 
nccepted in the United States. Lob mo 06k 
the mcr who nightly to applauding audi- 
encOB, compare the freedom of tho Uoi- 
t d Stated with the oppression in Ireland, 
what wruld Irish tenants gain, if to-mor- 
row Iroland was made a atato of Iho Union ? 
Nothing at all; they would lose. Land- 
lords could with greater emo ra.ak.ront them 
la the United States than In Ireland,"

These opinions colnoldo with my own, and I 
regret tbat a man who thinks so rationally 
on somo subjects should advocato such rad. 
leal, cruel and UDjint remedies as the rob- 
bing of landlords of thoir proporty without 
componaation, and who conaidera the 8hoot- 
ing of landlords no crimo. Such sontiments 
are moro to ba deplored coming 
from a man who has attempted by 
his propositions to aid tho poor. 
Such sentiments aro tho more despicable 
coming from a man who knows bettor than 
most men do that thoro aro many land 
lords in England, Ireland, Scotland and the 
United States who have acquired their 
property in fully aa honoab a manner as he 
has acquired tho coat on hia back or the 
ohoes ou his foot. Hundreds of years ago 
no doubt land in Europo was acquired In 
many questionable ways, bub this cannot be 
said of now countries in which the public 
domain has beoa opon, and is so still, to 
all who wish to purchase. If pioneers in 
the United States, Canada, Britiah Colum- 
bia, or in any of the British colonies, have 
by frugality, industry, persoveranoo and 
courage, and In tho face of many p.-lvations 
and danger, acquired land, why should auoh 
poreons be now told that they muat Eur- 
rondoi tho fruits of patient industry for 
tho questionable benefit) of tho indoleno and 
profligate who congregate in tho alums of 
citlea ? 

If land is legally placed on tho market by 
tho powers that be, and A icveata hiB capi- 
tal in tb«t commodity, and B puts his capi- 
tal into ihheriea, mines or commerce, why 
Bhould A be compelled to surrender hia hon- 
estly acquired property or be orusbod by un- 
just taxation, and B bo allowed to eacapo 
confiscation and bo helped to avoid his joal 
Bhare of taxation ? • ' ■ It is generally 
the aim of rich and poor to own a homo of 
their own, and how oan the laborer qr mo- 
ohanlc bo bonofited by plaoing on hia town 
lot and cottage on undue, unjust, and dis- 
proportionate share of taxation. In trying 
to Bcorch the large land holder the email 
holder ia equally scorched. 

Henry George demolishes all bis conten- 
tions as to the subdivision of laud in the 
following supposititious case of his own crea- 
tion. 

"Imagine a-> Island girt with ooean. Put 
on lb human beings ; let then divide tho 
land, Bh*r« uud share alike, aa individual 
property At first, while population is 
spars-* and industrial process rude and 
primitive, this will work well enough. Turn 
away tho eyes of tho mind ; ab times pasB 
and look again. Somo families will have 
died and eomo greatly multiplied, or tho 
whole population will have largely increased. 
Uuring this time some of these people will 
hive boen oarelesa and improvident; eomo 
will have been thrifty and grasping ; some 
wi'I havo devoted timo to writing books, 
planting aud cultivation, others again will 
h vi e given all their energies to the 
extending of their pobbobbIoob. What, 
thoD, shall wo tee. Land having been 
treated aa private proporty, tho primitive 
quality will have given way to inequality. 
Some will have muoh moro than 
one of tho original BhareB, and very 
many will have no land at all. Sup- 
posing tbio little world to bo Utopia, 
a pure government, no wars, no robbery, no 
taxes, jet im quality in tho ownerahlp (if 
land will havo produced poverty." No 
truer picture of the paat and proeent condi 
tlon of things could ba hold up to view than 
thiB, but to attribute the final oonditiona of 
thoae ialandp, povorty and wealth, to tho In 
dividual and unequal ownership of land ia 
utter folly ; rathor Bhould tho evil bo at 
tributed to tho Inequality of mankind. 
Theao islands commenced life on an equal 
footing. Some were frugal, Baving, enter- 
prising. Othora prodigal, extravagant, and 
dissipated. Henco the Inequality, and so 
it is to dey, and a romody othor than the 
portion of land is requisite for the reformu 
bion of tho idlo masses. 

If land were nationalized to-morrow ti e 
arime evile would c;-.iab as under the indi 
vidua! landlord. Somo would work thoir 
holdings with success, others would not on 
account of human Inequality. 

Land nationalized would bo under the 
oantrol of parliament, the legislature or the 
municipality, whose duty it> would be l o 
odjuBt allotment', the modo of cultivation 
and the rem to he paid. Look then at the 
door Buch a system would open to fraud ; 
presumably many of tboBo national tenants 
would bo voters who naturally would uso all 
tho influonoe In thoir power for tho loworirg 
of renta below a fair value, and cancellation 
of obligatloni and arreors. No bumaD 
being oau define the enormity of the fraur a 
whicn would bo praotleed undor euoh a §yi- 
torn when we soo eo muoh fraud in Bmallir 
things. 

It is safe to say, should no fraud, cooroion 
or intimidation be praotleed on parliament 
or on the oxeoutivo administering tho land, 
thoro would bo as many distraints and evic- 
tions undor tho natlonalasundor tho present 
landlord system ; on which would rise as 
muoh fraud, trouble, bad ftollng and deceit 
aa oxiata now. Io oan bo properly stated 
that land Is tho natural Mouroa of sustenance 
for mankind, an it ia the lab-int source of 
nearly all wealth, and it may alao be loiaon- 
ably imagined if mankind had kept 
on tho land from tho early pa- 
triarchal daya until now that thero would 
be lesa poverty and orimo In tho world. 
But wo muat take thinge aa thoy aro now ; 
and if wo wero to p'aci tho unemployed 
to-morrow on land iu different parts of tho 
world, furnlahod with oortain rtquiromonta 
and food for a time, would they work, and 
earn or produce their own living? I siy no, 
they would nob. Such men would require 
some capital, direotors and overseers with 
knowledge and power to ordor, drill, in- 
struct and exerolse tho severest disci- 
plino. I havo of en thought thai lb would 
boa good plan for the. relief of conges 1 ei 
cities, and the thousands of poor, Idle 
pooplo who oauso tho congestion, to draft 
them off— willing, or unwilling -in quasi- 
jillltury colonies to the unoccupied soil tf 
the Northwest, Australia And South Am-

" THE CANADIAN CONSTITUTION." 



Eev. 1m CarapbeU'g Interesting and 
Instructive Lecture on Kesuou- 
Bible Government. 

Reviewing the Political History of the 
Dominion Through Its Several 
Epochs. 



[continued.] 
Aa already stated, tho Canadian constitu- 
tion was modelled after that of England. 
The House of Assembly was oleoti.e like the 
House of Commons, the Legls'ative Council 
resembled the Houbo of Lords, and the 
Executive Committee tho Brivy Council. 
There was, howover, this difleranoo, a dif- 
ference of vital Importance : the privy coun- 
cil oould be made to reBign if it refused to 
give the eovereign advice in aooordanoe 
with the views of tho commons, who were 
the representatives of the people. The 
granting of supplies for oirryirjg on the gov- 
ernment lay in Eogland with tho commons, 
which was tholr powerful lever to force the 
King and his advisers iota lino with the 
people. A similar power was not given 
to the bouse of assembly in Canada. 
Tho executive nouuoil waB independent of 
the people, and having to rendor no account) 
of their aotions, could do and virtually did 
do aa they pleased. The conaequeno i was 
that instead of studying the wishes and wel- 
fare of the people, they, for aolfish ends, 
not infrequently adviaod tho Governor to 
courses aud measured prejudicial to tho con- 
stitution, unpopular with tho people, and 
injurioua to tho country. This was the 
weak point of tho constitution, and led in a 
few years to the formation of the notorious 
" Family Compact," and bocamo the chief 
cauie and main factor of tho " reballion of 
1S37 " This informally constituted league 
was developed from tho officials appointed 
by the British government and their under 
lings, who were appointed on the recommen 
datlon cf tho various oupportors of the gov 
nrnmont. These no sooner got into office 
than they provided for their needy frienda 
by getting them into office, and consequently 
in a short time all the chief 
offices of tho government were held by the 
members of a few families. They acquired 
a strength and an influence which onabled 
them to carry everything before them. They 
practically absorbed, the executive and legis- 
lative councils, directed the actions of the 
Governor General, the sovereign's repre- 
sentative, and thus became the " power hi- 
hind the throne." Tho odium of the Rebel- 
lion of 1S37 rests on them, as it was their 
injustice and tyranny that goaded tho 
people to take up armB. It Bhould not be 
overlooked that the colonlatB took up arms 
in tbie rebellion, if rebellion it oan properly 
be called, not against Great Britain or Brit- 
ish rale, but against the intolerable auto- 
cratic despotism of the " Family Compaot." 

Thus it ia evident that the irresponsible 
character cf tho legislative and executive 
councils made the " act of 1791 " a mere 
phantom of conatituticnal freedom. The 
constitution placed the house of assembly at 
the mercy of theaounolls, and thus deprived 
the people of the power of self-government 
in matters of praotloal legislation, which is 
the birthright of evory R'ltish subject. 
This stato of thing existed not only in the 
two CanadaB, but also In Nova Scotia and 
New B-unswiok. 

The chief complaints made by the aaeem- 
bly were that the judges wore members of 
tho coauoil ; that the crown landa woro sold 
to favorites, and that the publio offices wore 
given to friends. In Lower Canada an ab- 
solute contest arose between the legislative 
assembly and the executive council on the 
subject of finances. The assembly main- 
tained that the right to control the publio 
expenditure was inherent in itself, while the 
governor and legislative counoil sought to 
vest ib in themsolvea. The champion of the 
Reform party, a man whoae memory should 
be greatly revered by every true Canadian, 
whether British or Frenoh, Reform or Con- 
servative, waa Louie J. Faplneaa. 

In Upper Canada a similar contest wag 
carried on by the aarae political parties, 
Here the abuses arising of land granting 
and the autocratic power of the Family 
Compact were severely denouncod. The 
leader of tho opposition to this aolf-consti- 
tuted oligarchy, whloh, having the reins of 
power, would make no concessions to meet 
the just demands of publio opinion, waa the 
brave, patriotic but misguided William Lyon 
Mackenzie. 

After somo dolay a committee of the 
British House of Commons was appointed to 
consider a petition from a large number of 
Canadians. This committee recommended 
that che receipt and oxpendituro of the pub- 
lic revenue should bo placed under the en- 
tire control and supervision of the Canadian 
Houbo of Aseembly. They aondemned tho 
practice of appropriating large sums 
of money without the consent of 
the reprt-ouutallveu of the peoplo, and ad- 
viocd that a more popular character should 
bo given to tho legislative and exocutlve 
councils, and that the judges should bo in- 
dependent of tho crown and of tho people. 
This give great satisfaction to all parts of 
the country, and to both nationalities in 
Canada. But as those recommendations 
wore not put into practical operation, they 
beoime a dead lottor, tho councils continued 
independent, exorcising their power so un- 
wiaoly and giving so little heed to tho voice of 
the peoplo that yoar by yoar tho grievances 
became greater and tho complaints became 
louder, till in 1S37 the discontent culmin- 
ated in the robolllon already noted, 

During tho troubloB Lord Durham was 
appointed Her Majesty's Lord High Com- 
missioner, and Bent to Canada to Inquire 
into tho affilre of the countiy. In hia 
t'eport he recommended tho union of the 
provinces, the establishment of responsible 
government, and a general improvement of 
tho colonial policy. His report recommond- 
etl everything Mr, Fox proposed and con- 
demned everything ho oppoaed on tho floor 
of tho British Houbo of Commons whon the 
bill of tho " Constitutional aot of 1791 " was 
before the houao, which Bhows how mar- 
vellously tho great [statesman could, wiiii 
oaclo eyo, ponotruto into tho future as he 
looked through tho oloarer atmosphere of 
tho mountain top of polltioal ontioonoa. 
The achemo mot with muoh favor among 
the poople, and Lord Sydenham 
was Bene out to effect the 
union of Uppor and Lower Canada. A 
basis of union was agrood upon by both 
provinces in 18119, ratlfiod by tho British 
parliament in 1810, and oamo into cflbotby 
royal proclamation in 1811. The bill pro- 
vided that the provinces should bo united 
•under the name of " Canada," with ono leg. 
islative council, and. oue legislative as- 
sembly ; that thoy should bo elective with 
an equal representation from each province ; 
that tho house of asaombly Bhould have full 
control of tho rovonuo In all its branohos ; 
and that tho mombora of tho exooutive 
council should bo roaponalblo to the ob- 
aembly. Thlo wat aalled the " Union Aot," 
and conferred on both provlnoea tho Rreat 
boon of responsible government, and the

for nearly fifty years, against determined 
opposition. 

Soon after the union the population of 
Upper Canada so rapidly inoreased by immi- 
gration fron Groat Britain that it far ex- 
ceeded that of Lower Canada. Thia faot 
having been ontabliBhed by a oarofully pre- 
pared census, Upper Canada, believing that it 
should have increased representation, began 
to agitate for representation based on the 
principle of population. This was per- 
Blstently opposed by Lowor Canada. The fool- 
ing of antagonism between tho two provinces 
reached tho climax in 1S64, when the 
struggle of faotions produced a deadlock. 
By tho elections held at that timo tho dif- 
ficulty waB !r creased rathorthan diminished, 
for tho hoBtilo majority from either provlDce 
in tho legislature waa considerably greater, 
making legislation almost, if not altogether 
impoaeiblo. By this crisis it waB clear that 
tho constitution would havo to undergo a 
radical chango. To brine about thiB'organio 
and rudical change a pr< j<oc of confedera- 
tion designed to embrace all tho provinces 
of British North Amerloa waa sot on foot. 
His Exoelloncy Lord Monok, then Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, took great intorost 
in the proposed constitutional changes, and 
did all he properly could tc secure unifi- 
cation under tho fedoral ayatom. 

The Bohemo of confederation proposed to 
leave to oaoh province tho management of 
ita own looal affairs, while to the genoral gov- 
ernment it was designed to loavo matters 
common to all. Tho political leaders of the 
great Liberal and Conservative parties, the 
Hon. George Brown and Sir John A. Mao- 
donald.magnaminously laid aside their party 
differences and patriotically entered into t 
union of political truce that thia Federal 
ByBtom might be brought into operation. All 
tho steps noooaaary for tho confederation of 
tho provlnoea were completed In 1806, 
and in the following year the 
British parliament passed the "Bill for 
Confederation," known as the " British 
North America Act of 1867." By confed- 
eration tho boon of Responsible Govern- 
ment waB aeoured to all tho provlnoea in a 
moro ocmplete aud satiefaotory form than 
ever before. Four provlnoea entered the 
oonfe 'erat o i and formed the Dominion of 
Canada, viz : Upper Canado, Low^r Canada, 
Nova Sootia and New Brunswiok, pro- 
vision having wisely boon mado for tho ex- 
tension cf tho Dominion by tho admis- 
sion into tho confederation of other provlnoea 
and territories, British Columbia, Prince 
Edward Island, Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories within a few yeara were added, 
thus confederating all British North Am- 
erica from the Atlantio to the Paoifio, ex- 
cept Newfoundland, whioh has ever eince 
been in " troubled waters, " and evidently 
uhall bo continue until aho shall join in 
singing : 

"Tho maple loaf, ouromblom dear, 
Tho maple leaf forovor." 
In my next paper I Bhal! deal with "Con- 
federation" undor tho " Britiah North Am- 
erica aot of 1867 " ; ahow that wo have out- 
grown that "act," and need many radical 
changes in the baeis of confederation. I 
shall follow up the development of tho con- 
stitution sinco confederation to the decision 
of the Privy Council on tho Manitoba 
school act of 1S90.

HENRY CLEW'S CIRCULAR 

Stocks Unsettled and Unsatisfactory— Busi- 
ness Situation Assuring— Some Doubt 
aB' to the Immediate Future. 

Henry CIi-wb in hla Wall atreot olrcular 
dated New York, Nov. 2.'{, Bays : 

The stock market has boen in an unsettled 
and unsatisfactory condition. It showed an 
altogether exceptional lack of responsive- 
ness to eithor favorable or unfavorable con- 
ditions. Thia inertia can only bo explained 
by tho unfavorable conditions having been 
very fully discounted in tho late decline ; 
yet while thoao advorae conditions remain, 
or until their abatement is dearly in sight, 
the market leadors arc not likely to shut off 
the Bupply of ohoap stocks whioh weak or 
timid holders continue to offer. Stocks 
havo boon going in*o otroug hinds during 
the last few woekB, und aro now controlled 
by thoso who are ublo to raisu them to a 
highor lovol whon clrcumstancns and dispo- 
sition combine to favor. This week the 
market has laoked buying power. London 
has been a steady Bollor of our securities, 
not alono because of political disturbances, 
and distrust of our finances, but largely bo 
cause of forced liquidation. 

Tho renewal of gold shipments from hero 
to Europe, at a time whon tho ourrent ia al- 
most invariably in tho oppoaito dirootion, la 
also a very natural obstaolo to a risiDg mar- 
ket. Indeod, tho wonder is that values 
have been bo woll BUBtalned in a market en- 
tirely free from any support whatover. It 
does not yet appear whothor holp will first 
como from a bond iBsue or from a restoration 
of former relations between tho banks and 
the Treasury whereby tho latter waB assured 
of a gold inoomo. A bond isauo is already a 
forogono conclusion, and Ita ooourronco will 
create no uneaBlnoss in financial circles. 
Possibly it may do good in a nogatlve faah- 
ion by emphasizing the urgonoy of curroncy 
reform. Meantime, railroad oarnlnga con- 
tinue to mako encouraging gains, especially 
in the V/oab cud Northwest, where tho heavy 
grain movement Is stimulating both traffio 
and genoral business. In tho Southwest the 
backward movomont of cotton 1b oaualng de- 
ficiencies in earnings, bub as tho cotton must 
soon go forward bettor results may bo anti- 
cipated in duo season. Ib follows also that 
aa Boon aa oobton and wheat go to Europe 
with morofroodom, as thoy inevitably muBb, 
tho oxebango market will moot with that 
muoh relief. 

The business situation is satisfactory. 
There is less aotlvity than a few weoks 
ago, which is to bo expected in tho closing 
months of tho year. In eevorul staple 
markets whore prlcea or production had 
been advunood too rapidly thero Is a reac- 
tionary tendenoy, which in the end will en- 
courage frosh buying and glvo confidence in 
the future a moro substantial basis. In a 
few days congress will opon, but tho session

A briof and buainosa-liko decament that 
is of vory great importance to two promi 
nent young pooplo of California, waB signed, 
sealed and exeouted on board tho Paoltic 
Coast Steamship Co'a Walla Walla ab4p.ni 
on Tuesday Inst — tho good ship boing at tho 
time " on tho high seas and in latitude 118 
dog. -10 min. In., longitude 12.S deg. 50 
mln. W., bound from San Francisco, Call 
fornia to the port of Victoria." Tho paper 
in question hoars the well known signature 
of tho captain of tho ship, and formally cor 
titles, 

"That I., Thomas Wallace, mastor of tho 
Bteamshlp Walla Walla, on tho high seas at 4 of 
the c'ock p.m. this 26ch day of Movembor, 
1895, in latituto 38 deg. 40 min, N , loogi 
tudo 123 deg. 50 min. W., did unito In mar 
riage Leo Fairohild and Anna Ashim." 

The oerilficitn adds " in tho presence of 
these witnesses " — and there follows a blank. 
The namos are to bs pub in ab once, however, 
and Lee Fairohild, probably the best known 
humorous entortotner of tho Wost, as well 
as politician, stump orator and newspaper 
writer, is beyond tho peradvonture ot a 
doubt a happy married man. 

Having helped Estee gallantly through 
his reoent cimpaign in Cillfornia, and prac- 
tically won the fight for the Republicans in 
Utah by his eloquence, he has settled down 
»a proprietor aLd editor of the St. Helena 
Senblnel, and has taken unto himself a wife 
born In the Golden West. Hia efforts will 
now bo direoted towatd the building up of 
a groat oity atSb. Helena, making tho Sen- 
tinel paying and popular, leading tho Dem- 
ocrats of California into the straighb and 
parrow pjth of Republicanism, and provid 
Ibga praottoal argument In the negative on 
the proposition " Is Mirrloge a Failure?''

Argument on the Application of H. 
F. Helstermmi to Quash 
By-Law 250. 



The City Argues That the Hundred 
Thousand Dollar Loau WaB Not 
For Connections. 



The application on behalf of Mr. H. F. 
Helaterman to quash the oity by-law settling 
the amount to bo paid by the property bene, 
fited by tho construction of branch Bewers, 
wau heard by Chief Juatice Davie yeaterday. 
Mr. W. J. Taylor assisted by Mr. C. D. 
Mason appeared for tho oity while Mr. E. 
V. Bodwell appeared for Mr. Hoiaterman. 

The grounds on which the application 
were made wore that the by-law was un- 
reasonable in that lb impoaod untquul taxa- 
tion on property equally benefitod and also 
ImpoBed a double tax on the property men 
tioned. 

Mr. Heiaterman's affidavit is as follows : 

" I, Henry Frtderiak Hoiaterman, real 
estate agent, make oath and aay : 

" 1. I am a roBldont of tho municipality 
of tbo city of Victoria, and am interested in 
a certain by law number 250 pasaod by the 
Mayor and counoil of tho corporat'on of the 
city of Victoria on the 2Sth day of October, 
A D . 1895 

"21 am acting bb agent for John Smoa- 
ton, who owns property mentioned in tho 
aaid by-law as lot number 6 in block 70 
Tho sud John Smoaton ia assessed under tho 
eaid by law for the said branoh sowers, tho 
sum of S49G 52 ; and David Spenoor, whoso 
property la directly opposito to thab of tho 
eaid Smoaton and doriveB bho seme benefic 
from bho said branoh Bowers, ia aBBeaaed un- 
der bho said bylaw ab tho Bum of §200 IS. 

"3. As I am Infotmod and bolievo, under 
by-law number 227 passed by tho aaid muni- 
cipal counoil on the 21at day of May, 1894, 
a sum of $100,000 has been borrowed and 
expended by tho corporation in the construe 
bion of the branoh eawera referred to In Bald 
by-law number 250 ; and for the purpoBO of 
payiog the said sum a special rate has boon 
levied on all tho property In the oity, in- 
cluding tho property mentioned by said by- 
law number 250, for tho repayment of the 
aaid mouey." 

Mr. Taylor took preliminary olfactions to 
bho application. In tho first place aa Mr. 
Heiaberman was only agent for Mr. Smea- 
ton, he had no Interest in the property, and 
ib should havo been Smoaton who made the 
application to havo tha by-law quaahed 

Mr. Bodwoll replied that section 127 of 
the municipal aob allowed any resident of 
bhe municipality coraldered to havo tulii- 
cient iotereBt, to make an application to 
quash a by !aiv. 

The Court- took the same view of tho mat- 
ter aa Mr. Bodwell. 

Mr. Taylor objected that clause 2 of the 
affidavib failed to show any ground of uu- 
reaBonablonesa or inequality in tho tax as- 
sessed on the proportles for tho sewet con- 
nootlona Tho mero faofc that one man paid 
more than another waB no proof that there 
had boon unfairness, unlesa the cost was 
Bhown, and this bho applicant had failed to 
do. He cited Gilchrist v. Sullivan town- 
ship to show that no freah material oould be 
used in a cause of this kind after tho 
rule nisi bad been granted. As for 
olauso throo of tho afli lavit tho $100,000 
borrowed under by law 227 was for tho con- 
stitution of main sewers and nob branch 
sewers. By law 227 had been pasBcd by the 
vote of the whole electorate, and the money 
obtained by ib could ocly bo used for the 
main snwera, which benefited tho whole oity. 
Oo tho othor hand, by-law 250 waa passed 
by tho city counoil under tho authority it 
possessed to levy a epecial tax for property 
specially bonefitcd by oonntcJona with the 
main aewers. The counoil having bon oyed, 
whether rightly or wrongly, $12,000 from 
tho $100,000 whloh had been voted for main 
sewers, by-law 250 was pasaed to repay the 
$12 000 thus borrowed. 

Mr, Taylor next read Mayor Teaguo'e 
afiidavib which Bob forth : 

Tha'' the statement contained in para- 
graph 3 of Mr. H^iaterman'a afiidavib, " that 
under by-law 227 tho aum of $100,C0u haB 
been borrowed and expended by the cor- 
poration nf Victoria in tho construction cf 
tho branch »ewera roferrecl to in t he a«id by- 
law ffo. 250." i» untrue. Ui d ;r tho said 
by-law No. 227, known aa tho sowerago loan 
by law, 1S94, a cum tit $100,000 waa author- 
izid to ba ralaed fnr sewerage purposes, 
which did rot cooiemplate branch aowcrB.but

of which fnnd the sum of $12 000 was ad 
anoed for the purpose of completing tho 
branch sowers in question ; which amount it 
is fully intended by the aaid corporation 
shall bo repaid to the sewerage loan fund aa 
soon aa collected by tho brauoh sower assess- 
ments and levied as part of the aaid by-law 
No. 250. 

An affidavib of Mr. Wllmot, city enginoer, 
was road stating thab tho reason tho Smea 
ton property Bower connections coab $196 5S 
and the Spencer property only $200 18 wa8 
that there waa more rock excavation to do 
on tho Smeaton connection. The.'aotna' amount 
paid to the contractors for the work on tho 
onnoctions waa on tho basia fixed by the 
court in the Coughlin & Mayo case. 

Mr. Bodwoll argued that tho statement in 
Mr. HoiBterman's affidavit thab one lot was 
ai-sesaed $490 52 aud the other $200 for sewor 
connections showed an unequal distribution 
on the face of it, for ib waB unfair bo assess 
bwo properties getting equal benefit at an 
unequal rato. If there was good reaaon for 
this difference in assessment it was a matter 
of fact and evidenoe that should have been 
shown. Ho objao.ed to Mayor Teaguo'o 
mtcment aa to what h id been in oontem- 
nbitioii when tho money for by-law 
227 was borrowod, aa a by-law 

uld nob be explained by a ver- 
bal statement, but musb show its purpose 
on its face. The $100,000 by law on the 
face of ib said ib wbb for sewerage purposes, 
bub did nob eay ib must bo confined to main 
aewers only. Consi quently if part of this 
sum had boen expended on branch aewers, 
the oity had no right to levy a sscond tax 
for the same purpose Mr. Taylor had 
argued that by-law 227 did nob ino'ude 
branch Bowers, but it could not bo contended 
thab branch sewers wero not Bowers. Ib 
was admitted that $100,000 waa raised for 
sewerage purposes, and $12,000 of that 
amount had boon apenb on branch sewers ; 
thorofore the money had baen exponded for 
tho Hurpnao for whloh it had boen intended. 
To levy a epooial rato for sowora already 
paid for woa double taxation. If tho city 
were to tako thla extra power of taxing 
tw'oe, the atatuto musb set ib forth in clear, 
unambiguoua languugo. Supposing thla 
speolal rato were raised, what waB to be dono 
with tho monej ? There was no authority 
to put it biok into tho $100,000 loan fund, 
for tho $12,000 waa paid oub of thab fund al- 
ready for a purpoBO contemplated by the 
by-law. 

Mr. Tay'or argued that private oonnoc- 
blona could nob really be considered part of 
the pub'ic sowerago system, and thoroforo 
by-law 227 could not npply to private aewora. 

Mr. Bodwoll on the oontrary contended 
that if tho concoctions were privato work, 
thoproporty ownora did cob need toconnecb 
unlesB thoy dosired ; whereas thoy w6ro 
forced to oonnecb in the public interesb ; 
and therefore the connections were in realiby 
part of tho public syatom. 

In tho afternoon City Engineer Wilmot 
was crosa-cxamined on hia bfiidavlb, and 
stated that the assessments for tho Smoaton 
and Spencer connea ions wore made on the 
BtccBut of rock and earthwork that was en- 
oounterod, each property having to pay as 
if tho sowera ran in the centra of the atreet. 
Tho prices for rock end earth wero eboBe 
fixed by tho court in llieCoughlan & Mayo 
case, and wero tliB ac uul amount the city 
paid the contractoro. Of the $100,000 by. 
law loan all waa exponded, $12,000 only for 
branoh sowerf, the rest for uiaiu sowera. 

In hia concluding argumenb Mr. Taylor 
ooutonded thnb the oity In using $12,000 of 
tho $100,000 loan for the connea loos was 
only aotlcg as its own banker, instead of 
borrowing ftoua a bank. It was done so 
thab the branches and main sower oould be 
completed togother. Instead of tearing np 
the streets twice. By-law 250 waa for the 
purpose of replaoing bho mo:;ry taken from 
the fnnd for main sewers. 

Mr. Bodwell repeated hU argument that 
tho money from the $100,000 loan oould be 
nied for branoh sewers and the $12,000
